commenced. Naturally the same causes 
which conduced to China’s unchallenged 
superiority during medieval times, cease 
to act ag soon as she was brought into 


contact with the relatively more powerful, |

Japin claime full fish- 
ing right# along the coasts of all Russian 
possessions at this side of Asia, and Russia 
urges that there are vested] interests, Russian 
and foreion, which preclude the granting of 
all that Japan demands. Prima facie, the 
agreement as worded sects to indicate that 
it is Japan’s turn to modify her claims, the 
clause standing thus: 

“Roskia undoitakes {o anter into an agree. 
ment with Japan, with a view to confer upon 
Japan's subjects fishing richts along the coasts 
of the Russian possessions in the Japan, 
Okhotsk, and Behring Seas. It is covenanted 
that the aforesaid uudertaking shall not affect 
the rights already invested in Russian or 
foraighn subjects in thosa ferriforivs.” 

There would undoubtedly be a serious 
outery in Russia if the government at 8’. 
Petersburg failed to maintain the national 
rightg and reservations indicated therein ; 
and so far ascan at present be ascertained, 
this is one of the pasitinns fram which 
Russia is unlikely to recede. Other con- 
cessions are possiblo, obliging offers 
indeed talked of, but in this 
particular Russia seems ty cecupy the 
position of a man wha, for a principle, 
will spend a pound to save a penny. The 
long-awaited Commercial Convention is 
probably side-tracked as much bw this con- 
sideration as by its own internal difficulties; 
and if, as some have suggested, it is the |

THE CHINA TRADE.

Whether the political ery of “ China for 
the Chinese ” will have any serions sigui- 
ficance is a question which can only be 
answered in the course of time. but there 
can be no doult that the tendeney ot 
matters has long been in the direction of 
the China trade at least being mainly for 
the Chinese. By degrees they have con- 
trived to become more and more independ- 
ent of foreign aid, and a large amouut of 
business which was formerly conducted by 
Europeans has passed into (Chinese hands. 
This has been the burden of complaint 
among mercantile neu for many years past; 
and it is too much tu Le feared that the drift 
of things is more than ever io Chia direction. 
The causes of this state of mutters are vot 
very difficult to trace. They have indeed 
been only too apparent to those who are 
concerned and who have watched the course 
of affairs without being able to tiud any | 
remedy for it. Want of detailed informa- | 
tion upon local matters; the habit of | 
co-operation and combination amoung the 
Chinese ; the difficulty—indeed alinost in 
possibility—of dispensing with middlemen 
who come between the Cliinese producers | 
and the foreign consumers :aud eiee vere, 
_are sufficient to account for tra-te yradually 
drifting from foreign into native hands. 
Over and above these causes, and indeed 
almost as a necessary result from them, 
has been the compradere xysten so 
universally followed im China.

By an endorsement on the policy 
dated July 7th, the defendants declared that 
the goods gtored on the ground, first and second 


floors of 39 Des Vosux Road Central were also 


covered ky the said policy, and admitted 
that plaintiff had declared that he held other 
insurance on the said insured articles with 
certain other insurance companies, to the total 
amount of $45,000. Plaintiff was on the dates 
aforesaid, and at the time of the loss and 
damage hereinafter mentioned, interested in 
the said goods to the said amounts so ingured 
thereon respectively. On September 9th a 
fire occurred on the plaintiff's premises, 29 and 
31 Des Voeux oad, asf result of which the 
said premiges were almost wholly gutted, 
and a large proportion of the goods there- 
in was totally destroyed. Certain goods 
were saved by the plaintiff in a damaged 
condition, and all these goods were sold. After 
giving credit for the proceeds of sale of the 
damaged portion of the goods, aud for the 
estimated value of the undamaged portion, which 
estimated value considerably exceeded the actual 
price realised by the sale.of such undamaged 
portion? the plaintiff's loss by the fire amounted 
10$5 | 442.08, which amount the plaintiff claimed 
and the defendants wrongfully neglected to pay 
the amount, or any sum of money whatsoever. 
The plaintiff farther claimed costs, and further 
or other relief.’ 

In the statement of defence it was said that 
on the date ,of the fire the goods stored 
in the plaintiff's premises were of a value far 
loss than $50,000. Therein it was danied that 
the premises were almost wholly gutted, and 
that any of the goods on the ground floor were 
destroyed by fire. It was further denied that 
plaintiff's losses by the said fire amounted to 
$51,442.08, or to any sum approximating to the 
said amount. Defendants admitted that they 
had refused to pay any sum whatever under the 
policy, but denied that such refusal was wrong- 
ful. ‘Che policy was given subject, inter alia, 
to the condition numbered 11 on the back 
thereof, whereby if there was any frand in the 
claim made for any loss under the 
said policy, or any false declarations 
or affirmations made in support of such claim, 
the olaims should forfeit all benefit under the 
said policy. The defendants contended that 
the plaintiff's claim under the said policy was 
fraudulent and supported by false declarations 
or affirmations, inasmuch as he had claimed 
that there was on the premises at the date of 
the fire goods to the value of $51,412.08, and 
had supported the said claim by the production 
of his books of account; and had also declared 
and affirmed that he had duricg the year 1915 
removed from the said premises, or from the 
Colony, no goods other than those specified in 
certain statements furnished by him to the 
defendants, and appearing in his books of 
account, whereas the goods on the premises at 
the said date were of far less value than 


_ $51,442.08, and the books were kept in such a 


manner as not to show what stock was on the 
premises at the time of the fire; and he had 
during the year 1905 removed from the 
premiees and shipped out of the Colony large 
quantities of goods other than those appearing 
as removed and shipped in the taid statement 
aud books. :

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THE DEPAKTURE UF MR. AND 
MRS. ARCHIBALD LITTLE. 


Mr. and Mrs. Archibald Little, who have 
just passed through Hongkong on the 
HAL.-&. Hohenstaufen bound for England, 
deserve far more notice than the average 


in’China way be said to be iu a class apart, 

Mr. Archibald Gittle arrived in 
1859, the year ia which work on the Suez Canal 
was commenced, and a year prier fo the first 
occupation of Peking by the alli-d British and 
French troops. ‘She latter part of iis oduca-. 
tion had been in Berlin, and it was to cue of the 
early German firms in Canton that lu cain: 
out aga teataster, The Liritish troops were at 
that time garrisoning the walls of (he city. A 
year later (says the Vi) Davy News) Mr. 
Little arrived in Shanghai to find tha Vaipinges. 
who had been besieged in Ninking, waking their 
famous sortie under the Chung Wang, and 
devastating the province in which we live with 
fire and sword. Mr. Little visife:dl Soochow, and 
interviewed the Chung Waug, who deseribed 
himself aga Christian aud spoke of the British 
“ bretheren.” Ho expressed a desira even to 
come on to Shanghai and ally himself with the 
British who. were then battering the Manchu 
Dynasty in the North. As events turned om, 
however, as is-well known, [dritish aad rene) 
diplomacy decided that the ‘Taivings must b- 
put down. tn the wintorof 18h-G there being 
a total cessation of busiuess in Shanghai, Me. 
Little journeyed in Chekiany, Anhui aud Wiangsi 
visiting ihe rebel and imperialists’ camps and 
buying fea and silks, ‘Ihe followin,r year hue 
established.a tea firm in Kinkiang and Iaukow, 
and one incident of his stay in thos+ ports was 
that he was mobbed and knocked inseusible by 
Hunan braves in the streats af Hankow. La- 
turning to Shanghai in INift Mr. Little, who 
had been joined by his brother the late Mr, 
Robert Litthe, assisted in establishing the firm 
of Latimer, Little & Co. Daring the next 
sixteen years lie remained in the Setflameut, 
in whose development both he ant lus brother 
took the liveliest interest. [fe served on the 
Municipal Council iu 158°. 

These early services fo Shanghai is dt have 
been overshadowed, as far as Mr. Arelibald 
Little ig concerned, by his achivvem sutin the 
far west. The Yaugtzs gorges had been passed 
and the rich and beaatiful province of Baechnan 
visited by other foreizners hefore Mr. Little 
made his first visit (here, but as (ar as (radiug 
relations of any importance are concerned he can 
justly claim to be the pionewr in that part of 
China. His book “ ‘Thraugh (the Yangtze 
Gorges” has familiarized all (he world with 
those magnificent aud dangerons river passes. 
lt was the outcome of a visit to Szechwan in 
1883; another outcome wax thaf iu [<< Mr. 
Little inaugaratad a winter steamer servic + ba- 
tween Hankow: and Ichauy: hitherta ~teamers 
had only run in the summer. [un ISNv Mr. Little 
established himself in Chungking. and Gavetled 
extensively in the province, though the port was 
not formally opened until Ise Lt was in 
February 1895 that, accompanied by Mrs. 
Little, but acting as his own captain and 
engineer, Mr. Little made the first steam voyage 
upwards through the rapids, in the launch 
Leechuan. He applied for leave {a fo mca 
company. to improve the navigation of the 
rapids, by levying a toll on the traffic. This was 
refused, but by arrangement with the local 
officials, Mr. Little was enabled to open up his 
first mines in Szechwan. [on IS!-t he took the 
paddle-wheel steamer /’:onecr to Chuogkiog and 
made four trips with her between Chaugking 
and Ichang, but as the Chinese Goverumeut 
had refused toallow the improvement of the 
rapida, this project had ‘to be abandoued, as pre- 
mature, Last year a London syndicate 
revived the proposal. uuder the auspices 
of the Asiatic Petroleum Co. and is now 
making application’ for Chinese consent. 
The Pioneer wai sold by Mr. Little to the 
British « overnment, which converted her into 
the river gunboat Ainsia, still patrolling the 
upper reaches of the Yuugtze. ‘The Chungking 
‘Trading Company has contivaed to prosecate 
successful business and from it has grown the 
K:angpek Coal and [ron Mining Co., Ld., which, 
armed with what may prove to be the last con- 
cession directly granted to foreiguers, is begiu- 
ping to operate ocaltields and other enterprises

MGNICIPAL INJUSTICE. 

Tha Shanghai Mercury of January 12th 
says:—In the last minutes of the Municipal 
Council, pnblished the other day, waa the award 
of Mr. White-Cooper in the case of a lot of- 
land, the whole of which is absorbed in the 
wideaing of the Ward Road and liable to free 
surrender under Art. VI of the Land Regula- 
tious, Mr. Major, to whom the land belonged,. 
was allowed T]s 1,000, ‘The land was evidently 
bought for a mere song years ago and was a 
long, airrow slip practically only of use as an 
addition to the properties on either side, too 
narrow to ba used as an independent bailding 
site. 

We do not think for a momint that Me. 
Mijor was not entitled to this Tis 1,000, bat it 
aves tr us as thoagh the Municipal was making 
fish of ave person and fowl of another. 

Iu ISS a Mr. McMurray, a comparativel 
‘poor man, owned a piece of land just big onough 
to build him a house upon, and after he built 
his bouadary wall, the Council informed him 
that they wanted a slice of that land ‘for road 
extension, and naturally McMurray told them 
he wanted it himself and they could not have it 
He was hailed befor: the Sapreme Coart, the 
Municipal Council having sought for aa 
injunction to restraio him from building as it 
was allaged il was raqaiced for the extensioa of 
a road, antl uuder Art..VI of the Lind 
Reyalations he was asked to surrender the land 
to the Municipal Couaocil, The late Sir 
Nicholas Hlanneo, after shearing the case, 
delivered judgment in favour of Mo Murray and 
dismissed tha pstition of the Manicipal, with 
eoats, ‘The Conacil appealed the case to the 
Privy Conocil, aud in March, 1,900, the jadg- 
ment arrived here which wa: in favour of the 
“Municipal Council. The julgment showed the 
valua ot Act. VJ of the Lad] Ragulations asa 
ineang of acquiring free land for road -exten- 
sions, 3) long as the laad is scheduled previous 
to Consular registration.

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.'s Report on the 
Bhanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai. 
10th January, 1907, states:—The market is deci- 


dedly quieter, to the disappointinent of all, and. 


clearances are likewise leas brisk than they have 
. been the last few weeks. It is not easy to account 


for this, but it is an unmistakable fact the dealers ! 


are not so keen as they were to buy. Although 
home prices, both in New York and Manchester, 
are still above those ruling here, the difference is 
is not so great as it was, especially with the latter, 
while the avidity with which the former market 
offered to supply goods, so soon as enquiries: went 
forth for here, at much cartier dates than was 
supposed possible judging hy the reports ao re. 
cently promulgated as to the heavy engagements 
of the manufacturers for the home trade, has 
shaken the confidence «f holders of the heavy 
stocks, who would much sooner see them reduced 
rather than commit themselves further.  Con- 
sequently there is a general desire to unload, hut 
at the same time to avoid a decline in prices. 
Hence the market is in a very nervous stute at 
the moment, which it will require some, at present 
unforeseen, wovement to calm. A fall in ox 
change might assist, as it was probably the woak- 
ness in that direction during December that caused 
the recent temporary revival inthe demand, ‘She 
stocks being carried forward to the new season 
of most of the staple makes are far heavier than 
they were last year, and will require a great. deal 
of careful handling, so that orders for fresh supplies 
are to be deprecated, though the desire of ‘the 
majority of the Import Houses to hock new orders 
must be sympathised with. The current busi- 
ness is still chiefly with the second hand halders, 
very few of the import houses being in a position 
to meet what demand there is. In one quarter a 
further thousand packages or tu of previously 
bought goods have been placed to arrive, and 
others have replaced recent sules from stock, but 
for the most part there is only a hand to mouth 
business doing. The auctions show a good deal of 
irregularity, butat tho same time exhibits consider- 
able firmness where goodsjare wanted. The Tientsin 
merchants have been the chief operators this 
week, their attention being mostly directed to the 
lighter weight Shirtings, which are yenerally 
wanted at this season of the year for making 
wadded garments. A good demand has sprung 
during the last day or two for Indian and 
apanese spinnings for Sze¢huen. Manchester 
keeps very strong, but there is still a moderate 
business doing for this market. The consumptive 
demand for Cotton is apparently keeping prices 
very, firm, the latest Liverpool quotations for Mid- 
American being 5.96d. for spot and 5.67d. for the 
rest of the montb.

Cuastwise-——This market is also 
pretty much in the same state as at Jast tine of 
writing. ‘l'bere is no demand worth speaking of 
in any direction, whilst tonnage seeking employ- 
ment is plentiful and likely to remain so until 
next March.
